ivriten law of Princeton that no cir- 
cus parade must pass through the 
streets. 
This morning Pawnee Bill's 


Wild West combination violated tra- 
ditions and paraded. 
The result was 


the fiercest battle Princeton has seen 
n many years. 
When posters were hung up a few 


daya ago. announcing the advent ot 
Pawnee Bm:ItVwaa.at first 'declared a 
oke. 
Finally -when It became known 


that the management :bf the show was 
rpaily In earnest | the town. authorities, 
fearing trouble, advised the circus men 
not to attempt a parade. This advlco 
was unheeded.- 


As a result :of today's fight one man 
s unconscious and may die and a nura- 
ier of students 'and employes of the 
show are nursing wounds received In 
the fray.

Things were proceeding in. the usual 


course Jn the' university when the 
street parade started. The procession 
reached' the college campus 
without 


trouble;" "but passed down Nassau 
street at ft' bare, movement, for just as 
tne banii-of'music was heard the stud- 
ents weW'in "the act of parsing' for 
mornfnp lectures to the secotia.' Word 
passed a11>lone the line and within a 
few ininutei «QO ,or 700 students had 
assembled on; Nassau street. Cannon 
crackers left over from previous . occa- 
8loni,^eggs,purchased •«! 'nearby' stores' 
arid "vegetables ' bought ar confiscated 
from the stores were assembled quick- 
ly.

The men unable to obtain these mis- 


siles, armed themselves with clods of 
turf, hastily torn from the lawns. 
The 


trouble started with the band wagon. 
Cannon crackers were 'thrown ami 
these, exploding under the six .horses, 
made them frantic. 
The musicians 


were on top of the wagons. 
A serious 


runaway might have resulted had not 
one of the leader's stumbled and fallen, 
dragging1 down the other horses with 
him. 
The students meanwhile kept up a 


merciless bombardment with eggs and 
vegetables. 
The cowboys and Indians 


finally charged the students and used 
ther whips freely. 
That was the 


turning point of the affair. 


Some of the Mexican or South Amer- 


ican cowboys unsluns their bolas and 
used these with great effect, 
the 


eaden covered ends being exceedingly 
effective and the cowboys charged on 
:he crowd several times and rode down 
those who could not* get out of the 
way. In this manner Edward Dinion, 
a colored man, was knocked down anfl 
kicked in, the head by a pony and his 
skull fractured.

jured *y a pony tramping upon him. 
Another was Injured by a bola and 
another was struck by an Indian with 
one of the snake whips.

ents were less severely hurt.

No 
ite was set for taking it up again, 
ut it will be made in ample time for 
10 packers. 
Mr. Kearney stated last night that 
here were two reasons for postponing 
ie making of the allotment— the one 
as that there was no necessity of tak- 
tff the matter up at the present time, 
nd the other was that the directors 
ave a settlement to make with some 
f tbe packers on last year's business, 
nd the directors are anxious to .have 
hose settlements concluded before en- 
ding; on the new year's work. 
In reference to the action of the 
oard on the matter of filing a price 
or the purchase of green grapes, Mr. 
'earney said: 
"The Trine men have 


een quite anxious for some time past 
n seeking to purchase second crop 
tuscatels, but we have got the green 
rapes tied up and they have been ablt 
o do very little. .The Barton estate, 
through its manager, made application 
to the board for the purchase of a large 
quantity of secand-crop Muscatels, and 
offered to pay $7.50 a ton.

The 


nterior arrangement will be perfect. 
In the front will be the directors' room 
At the other end will be the office *.»f 
and the meeting chamber of the board, 
he chief Inspector, where he will ex- 
hibit samples of raisins, etc. There 
will be one hall about ten feet wide, 
running- the length of the floor.

But 
n the Alps, where the world's enthu- 
siasts for mountaineering yearly con- 
gregate, it has attained the dignity al- 
most of a procession, with a literature 
of its own, and organized international 
societies for its promotion. 


In California we have a Sierra Club, 


mostly composed of University profes- 
sors and scientific idealists, but asitio 
from this we have too little true sports- 
manlike appreciation of our incompar- 
able mountains. 
There are plenty of 


people who so to Tosemite to see the 
scenery- hut to see scenery is not sport. 
There are 
plenty who prospect the 


mountains for gold, but mining is not 
sport. 
There are many who seek the 


more accessible regions to escape the 
summer heat, but to camp tamely- in 
a cool plaoe iR not sport. 
There are 


some who search the high mountains 
for trout streams, and fishing is sport, 
but it Is not mountaineering. 


The true mountaineer is he who loves 


the mountains for their own sake, for 
the joy of conquest, and for nearness 
to nature in her grandest revelations, 
who needs neither fishing, hunting nor 
prospecting as an excuse, whose search 
Is for peaks and whose delight is in 


choose will co where they can set th 
best, wherever it is. For those who are 
not free to choose, 1t is the purpose 
of the state to furnish the best. And 
the state can not fix the standard 
what is best; It can only choose be- 
tween conforming to it or falling be- 
hind U. 


The service of a modern university 


to the whole state is not measured by 
the actual number of students who di- 
rectly enjoy its prlvllegw. If the value 
of education were only to individuals, 
it would be plausible to argue that it is 
unlair to tax the many for the higher 
part of education .which can be en- 
joyed only by the few. 
But the Im- 


portance of higher education in a state 
is as great to those who do not get 
it as to those that do. 
Or rather, it 


is not to either class as Individuals, 
but to society and civilization as a 
whole. 
It is not at all necessary t»at 


every man shall know how to design 
engines, but It is of vast importance 
to all men that some men shall do so. 
It is'not possible that all men shall 
be engaged In 
the 
advancement of 


learning and ihe discovery of truth, 
but unlesc some men are so ensaged 
civilization stops and degeneration be- 
gins. 
There is no branch of learning 


so abstract or theoretical that its ad- 
vancement does not affect even the mil- 
lions who know nothing directly of it. 
Metaphysicians liave spent centuries 
in demonstrating; the simplest truths 
of experience, which every man knows 
without demonstration and of which 
few can understand the demonstration. 
One result Is to satisfy the intellectual 
aspirations of a few abstract- thinkers. 
A far more important result is that the 
bigotry which prevented free thought 
and free study Jfi forever ended. 
The 


phllorophy is for the few, the freedom 
of. thought is for all the world. Astron- 


iers spend their lives and vast sums 


of other 'people's money in discovering 
useless facts about inaccessible »tare. 
The result is an increase in the learn- 
ing of a few, but it is also an infinite 
broadening of the mental horizon of 
all. 
"When man regarded himself as 


the Lord of the Universe, seated on its 
central throne, it meant an infinite dis- 
tortion of life and thought. 
Now that 


he. has discovered that he is but a 
microbe, crawling on the surface of an 
infinitesimal globule of cosmic dust, he 
has learned to see things in their true 
relations. 
It is the fev,- who know as- 


tronomy, but it is all who profit by the 
resulting clearness of view.

the bark of the tree itself and is found 
near the forks of the limbs. 
The bark 


is Slightly raised and underneath is & 
gathering of a substance that- resem- 
bles cotton. 
In this substance are 


found the eggs of the pest. 


Horticultural Commissioner Hender- 


son report rd that he had sent samples' 
of the infected limbs to 
Alexander 


Craw, the quarantine officer at San 
Francisco, and that the latter had rec- 
ommended as a remedy the spraying 
of the trees with whale oil soap after 
the leaves had fallen in the fall. 
Mr. 


Craw was unable, however, to suggest 
any remedy that would be of avail at 
the present time of the year. 


One of the most peculiar things about 


the pest is the impossibility of discov- 
ering In what way It damages the 
trees. 
None of the trees look thrifty. 


It was the prevailing opinion that in 
some way the scale saps the limbs. The 
fact was brought out that the orchard 


Norris took place yesterday from the 
Kpiscopal church iu Fowler. 
The fu- 


neral was one of the largest ever held 
In the county and was attended by 
hundreds of the friends of the deceased. 


The sen-Ices began ot 10 o'clock In

"Th* reoognitionof the standing army 


will all depend upon what action- the 
next congress takes on the President's 
sujrgefitlons. 
It remains for existing 


conditions ami. the policy of the Ameri- 
can people with reference to colonial 
possessions to give the grounds upon 
which to base future military legisla- 
tion. 
Yet I do believe that the war 


with Spain has opened the eyes of the 
people to the fact that the strength of 
the standing army aa It was consti- 
tuted at the outbreak of the war. la not 
sufficient for the requirements of the 
country as it has developed and pro- 
gressed Internally since the civil war. 


"My experience In the 'Philippines 


was that the volunteers were a brave, 
patriotic body, well officered as to com- 
panies, but as a rule carrying ineffi- 
cient field staffs. 
Company officers 


were good drill masters and willing un- 
der all circumstances to perform the 
most arduous and daagerous undertak- 
ings. 
But the difficulty lay with the 


field officers, who commanded because 
governors of states, through, political 
influence, gave them thft authority to 
command. 
This method gave to many 


Inferior military men authority and the 
result was a certain amount of demor- 
alization among the men.

paid for.

"In general terms just what a trust is, 
bills are pending specifying certain 
particular corporations and'industries 
as trusts and forbidding them to do 
business or enforce contracts.

bill, for iniUnce, designates the round 
bale cotton company OB a trust because 
Its procew is patented and It refuses to 
sell its machia«ry. --The round bale 
proceeB is ntach better than the old 
square bale, compressor,. and is cheap- 
er, even with.ihft -royalties," but it 
comw nnOer'the baneful stigma of th* 
trust infl Texas will ha-ve none of it.

were citizens or freeholders, or heads 
of families, or that 'they resided near 
the place of proposed business. Pro- 
tests were filed by th* Fresno Plume 
and Irrigation Company and by 32 
freeholders and heads ot families, 
many of whom lived much nearer to 
the proposed place of business than 
any person whose names were signed 
to Mr. Sanford'e recommendation, and 
by 162 workmen whose place of labor 
was within forty rods of the place 
where Mr. Sanford wanted to dinpense 
.he liquors.

Examiner yesterday spates that the 
combine Is one of the most disastrous 
things In the hlstroy of California, not 
only to the fruit men but to the whole 
state, for the reason "that the horticul- 
tural Interests are paramount to all 
others. The present combine, he says, 
Is- the result of manipulations that 
have been In' progress for some time, 
and if.lt should prove successful it 
would mean that one or two men will 
control the whole market. 


Mr. Stephens believes that the only 


hope of the fruit growers lies in or- 
Kanization. 
H* says: . . 


"Every effort should, be made to keep 


our-.fruit from going into the hands of 
the combine. 
If- the growers refuse 


organize, they must surrender, and 


the Inevitable end -will not be for dis- 
tant. 
Those growers who • are able 


to do so should •form a corporation 
and establish and own a refrigerator 
car line. 
This would not take muth 


capital and would solve,the problem. 
The fruit belonging to the members 
of the growers* corporation could be 
hauled in these can, and they could 
accept fruit from outside the •corpora- 
tion. 
All the profits of the car line 


would go 'to the' growers themselves 
and these are large, even though great 
reductions in rates, should be made. 
The effect of such a. competing car line 
would be to force.down rates, but it 
would be profitable to the stockholders 
at the same time.—W. A. Fitzgerald.
